Former  student  dies  Cruel  cat  killing 
suddenly  in  California

Gail  O’Brien,  a  former  student 
at  the  University  of  Lowell  and 
for  the  last  six  months  a  student 
at  the  University  of  California 
died  suddenly  on  December  3rd 
in  Santa  Ana,  Cal. 

Gail  had  gone  to  California  to 
further  pursue  her  dreams, 
dreams  begun  here  at  ULowell. 
She  started  here  in  1984,  a 
freshman  computer  science  ma¬ 
jor.  Gail  had  graduated  from 
Weymouth  South  High  School, 
where  she  had  developed  an  in¬ 
terest  in  art  and  photography  and 
also  was  fond  of  music  and  the 
arts.  Playing  the  flute  very  well, 
Gail  took  lessons  at  the  South 
Shore  Conservatory  of  Music  in 
Hingham. 

Gail  remained  in  computer 
science  for  two  years  and  then 
changed  her  major  to  Art,  which 
had  been  her  dream  and  ambition. 

She  spent  a  year  in  the  Art 
Department  here  in  Lowell,  mak¬ 
ing  many  dear  friends  through  her 
stay  here.  She  finally  realized  her 
ambitions  were  driving  her  to  a 
change  of  scenery,  and  last  May 


she  decided  to  transfer  to  a  school 
in  California  and  pursue  art  and 
photography  in  that  part  of  the 
country. 

She  often  spoke  of  how  happy 
she  was  there,  and  had  wished  we 
could  all  see  her  fantastic  apart¬ 
ment  and  see  her  happiness  there. 

Gail  planned  to  come  home 
soon,  but  she  became  suddenly  ill 
last  week  and  died  soon  after.  The 
doctors  assure  that  the  end  was 
quite  painless.  I  only  wish  the 
young  did  not  die  so  soon,  and 
sometimes  so  far  away. 

She  had  spoken  many  times  of 
perhaps  compiling  a  book  of  her 
photography  and  paintings  and 
regrettably  it  now  will  never  be 
written.  A  friend  has  stated 
however,  and  I  quote  “perhaps  it 
has  already  been  written.” 

I  know  she  was  happy  far  away 
in  California,  and  I  also  know  that 
I’ll  miss  her  forever  —we  all  will, 
because  she  touched  so  many  in 
her  all  too  brief  stay.

A  student  prank  may  have 
caused  the  death  of  a  cat  who  fre¬ 
quented  the  Crescent  dormitory 
on  Hilton  Ave. 

The  black,  long  haired  cat 
spent  much  time  in  the  driveway 
between  the  Crescent  and 
Donohoe  buildings.  It  is  believ¬ 
ed  to  have  become  sick  from  lick¬ 
ing  white  paint,  evidently  put  on 
its  back  to  make  it  look  like  a 
skunk.  A  female  student  took  the 
cat  to  a  local  veterinarian,  who 
could  do  nothing  for  it  but  put  it 
to  sleep. 

Robert  Vallis,  Resident  Direc¬ 
tor  for  the  Crescent,  believes  the 
cat  belonged  to  someone  in  an 
apartment  building  between  the 
Crescent  and  the  Donohoe.  That 
building  is  not  student  housing. 
Vallis  himself  last  saw  the  cat 


Dec.  1 .  He  said  that  at  that  time 
the  cat  had  a  “very  faint  white 
stripe.”  Vallis  later  heard  “that 
the  cat  was  very  sick  and  that  it 
had  a  white  stripe  down  its 
back,”  but  does  not  know  who 
may  have  applied  paint  to  the  cat. 
He  also  cautions  that  the  cat  may 
have  become  sick  after  brushing 
up  a  wet  paint  job. 

Several  dorm  residents, 
however,  report  that  the  cat  was 
deliberately  painted  by  an  intox¬ 
icated  student.  Many  were  sad¬ 
dened  and  angered  by  the  cat’s 
death.  News  of  the  incident  “hit 
me  like  a  ton  of  bricks,”  said  one 
student.  She  described  it  as 
“outrageously  cruel.” 

The  Connector  plans  to  further 
investigate  this  incident  and  will 
report  any  new  developments  in 
the  first  issue  of  next  semester.

It  is  the  Monday  after  the 
Thanksgiving  break.  Carol  Coed 
and  her  room-mate  Greta  Grad 
have  returned  to  the  residence 
hall  from  visiting  their  respective 
families.  Greta  says,  “I  didn’t 
have  time  or  energy  to  ask  you 
last  night:  How  was  your 
weekend,  Carol?”  ‘‘Oh,  fine,” 
Carol  replies.  “How  was 
yours?”  “Just  great!”  Greta 
responds  with  enthusiasm.  “I 
really  like  school  and  all  that;  but 
when  my  family  gets  together,  we 
have  such  fun  that  it’s  difficult  for 
us  to  say  goodbye  to  each  other . 
Oh,  well,  it’s  only  a  few  short 
weeks  -  and  many  long  papers 
and  major  projects  -  until  I’ll  see 
most  of  them  again.”  Carol  asks, 
“So,  you  spent  all  of  the  time 
with  your  family?”  “Not  all  of 
it,”  Greta  answers.  “I  had  some 
really  neat  kids  in  my  high  school 
class.  Since  several  of  them  were 
also  home  for  the  weekend,  a 
bunch  of  us  got  together  one 
afternoon  and  evening  -  sort  of 
for  old  rimes’  sake.  It  was  great!’ 

Something  in  Greta’s  words 
starts  to  nibble  around  the  edges 
of  Carol’s  memory  of  the 
Thanksgiving  weekend.  Carol’s 
time  with  her  family  had  seemed 
“normal”  to  her;  it  had  gone  the 
way  family  gatherings  usually 
had,  and  she  had  certainly  gotten 
through  it.  But  yet,  now  her  mind 
flashes  back  to  experiences  from 
the  weekend.  True,  she  hadn’t 
known  what  to  expect  when  she 
had  walked  up  to  the  door,  but 
her  parents  had  both  seemed  ge¬ 
nuinely  pleased  to  see  her.  Her 
dad  had  actually  greeted  her  with 
-:oe  open  arms  and  called  her  his 
special  little  woman.  Because  her 
mom  was  under  the^veather,  as 
usual,  somehow  it  happened  that 
she  was  expected  to  prepare  the 
ma  or  portion  of  the  Thanksgiv¬ 
ing  Day  meal.  And  somehow  - 
she  wasn't  quite  sure  how  it  had 
happened  -  Mom  had  omitted  one 
of  her  father’s  favorite  dishes.  He 
had  exploded  at  the  table  -  call¬ 
ing  her  mother  lazy  and  shiftless. 
She  could  still  hear  her  father’s 
angry  outbursts:  “You  are  real¬ 
ly  thoughtless!  You  are  incapable 
of  doing  anything  right!”  Her 
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mom  had  apologized,  saying  she 
would  do  better  next  time. 

On  Friday,  a  friend  from  high 
school  had  called,  asking  Carol  to 
go  to  a  movie  with  him.  In  her  ex¬ 
citement,  Carol  had  turned  to  her 
mother  who  was  cleaning  up  the 
kitchen,  and  said:  “Steve  just 
asked  me  to  a  movie.  I’ve  just  got 
to  change  into  my  new  blue 
sweater.”  Carol’s  mother  had 
caught  her  father’s  eye  as  he  had 
stood  up  to  switch  T.V.  channels 
in  the  living  room  but  quickly 
looked  away.  As  Carol  was 
changing  to  go  out,  her  father  had 
come  in  and  demanded  to  know 
where  she  thought  she  was  going. 
When  Carol  told  him,  he  launch¬ 
ed  into  accusations  that  she  was 
inconsiderate  and  ungrateful,  ad¬ 
ding,  “I  decide  whom  you  are 
going  to  see  and  when”  -  and 
locked  her  into  her  room. 

On  Saturday,  Carol’s  dad  was 
nice. 

As  it  turned  out,  Carol’s  friend, 
Steve  Student  hadn’t  had  such  a 
great  weekend  either  -  although 
it  had  gone  as  well  as  he  had  an¬ 
ticipated.  In  both  cases,  the 
behavior  of  their  fathers  had  been 
designed  to  control  and  subjugate 
their  children.  The  methods  used 
sometimes  varied,  but  included 
the  use  of  fear,  humiliation,  ver¬ 
bal  assaults,  and,  in  some  cases, 
physical  assaults.  In  both  cases, 
the  passive  behavior  of  their 
mothers  resulted  in  an  increased 
sense  of  isolation  and  betrayal. 
Such  behavior  patterns  -  the  con¬ 
trolling  behavior  of  one  parent 
and  the  passive  weak  behavior  of 
the  other  -  are  often  found  within 
the  dynamics  of  a  poorly  func¬ 
tioning  family.  What  ought  to 
have  been  a  relaxing,  enjoyable 
family  time,  was  filled  with  anx¬ 
iety  and  a  heavy  sense  of  repon- 
sibility.  But  yet.  they  tell 
themselves,  “My  family  loves 
me.” 

Carol  Coed  and  Steve  Student 
are  not  alone.  Carol  and  Steve 
will  hopefully  join  other  students 
in  talking  with  staff  members  at 
the  Counseling  and  Career 
Development  Center  (X2390)  or 
the  campus  ministers  on  campus 
(454-0151).

and  Drugged  Driving  Awareness

to  the  roots  of  so  much  impaired 
driving  this  time  of  the  year.

Large  numbers  of 
drivers  involved  in  accidents 
whose  blood  alcohol  levels  ex¬ 
ceeded  the  legal  limit  firmly 
believed  they  were  sober  enough 
to  drive.  The  responsible  driver 
does  not  decieve  himself:  he  ar¬ 
ranges  to  have  somebody  drive 
for  him  or  her  or  takes  a  taxicab. 

Even  though  Massachusetts 
repealed  the  compulsory  safety 
belt  law,  it  is  not  enough  to  stay 
sober  to  drive.  Drivers  and 
passengers  should  use  safety 
belts.  State  police  report  a  reluc¬ 
tance  on  the  part  of  many  citizens 
to  wear  seat  belts  despite  their 


proven  record  of  saving  lives  and 
preventiing  serious  injuries. 

Last  year,  during  the  holiday 
season,  70  persons  were  killed  on 
Massachusetts  highways.  Few 
were  wearing  safety  belts,  which 
might  have  saved  them,  despite 
an  intense  period  of  publicity  pro¬ 
moting  their  usage. 

Drivers  should  drive  at  speeds 
in  keeping  with  weather  condi¬ 
tions  and  the  amount  of  traffic. 
They  should  be  well  rested  and 
should  avoid  alcoholic  drinks.  If 
they’ve  been  to  a  private  party, 
a  bar  or  a  restaurant  they  should 
have  a  designated  driver  take  the 
wheel.  All  drivers  and  passengers 
should  buckle  up.  Front  seat  and 
back  seat.  Such  precautions  are 
matters  of  life  and  death  for 
everyone  using  streets  and 
highways  during  the  holiday 
season. 

Most  of  all,  during  National 
Drunk  and  Drugged  Driving 
Awareness  Week  and  during  the 
up-coming  holidays,  if  you’re 
giving  the  party  this  year, 
remember:  “First  a  friend,  then 
a  host”.

Archie  Alexander  (1888-1958)  Garrett  A.  Morgan  (1877-1963) 

Archie  Alexander  (1888-1958),  21  lives,  the  City  of  Cleveland  device  was  replaced  with  the  light 


a  design  and  construction 
engineer,  left  his  stamp  on  the 
landscape  of  America  by  building 
bridges,  freeways,  airfields, 
railroad  trestles  and  power  plants. 

Born  in  Iowa,  Alexander  at¬ 
tended  the  State  University  and 
received  an  engineering  degree  in 
1912.  After  several  years  as  a 
design  engineer,  he  and  a  former 
classmate  established  their  own 
engineering  firm  and  constructed 
major  projects  across  the  Nation. 
Starting  at  home,  they  built  the 
heating  plant  and  powerhouse  at 
the  University  of  Iowa,  a  sewage 
treatment  plant  in  Grand  Rapids, 
Michigan,  an  airfield  in 
Tuskegee,  Alabama,  and  the 
Tidal  Basinbridge  and  seawall 
and  the  Whitehurst  Freeway  in 
Washington,  D.C. 

Alexander  received  many 
awards  during  the  course  of  his 
career.  At  the  centennial  celebra¬ 
tion  of  the  University  of  Iowa  in 
1947,  President  Eisenhower 
honored  him  with  the  appoint¬ 
ment  as  Territorial  Governor  of 
the  Virgin  Islands.  Kentucky  - 
born  Garrett  A.  Morgan 
(1877-1963),  received  wide 
recognition  for  his  outstanding 
contributions  to  public  safety. 
Firemen  in  many  cities  in  the  ear¬ 
ly  1900’s  wore  the  safety  helmet 
and  gas  mask  that  he  invented, 
and  for  which  he  was  awarded  a 
gold  medal  at  the  Second  Inter¬ 
national  Exposition  of  Safety  and 
Sanitation  in  New  York  in  1914. 
Two  years  later,  he  himself  used 
the  mask  to  rescue  men  trapped 
by  a  gas  explosion  in  a  tunnel  be¬ 
ing  constructed  under  Lake  Erie.

Hockey  team  demolishes  Huskies  9-0

Would  someone  care  to  tell  me 
just  what  has  gotten  into  the 
ULowell  hockey  team?  It's  like, 
first  they  beat  BC  on  the  road, 
then  they  take  two  in  a  row  from 
Northern  Michigan  (2-0)  and  St.

There  was  an  added  at¬ 
traction  for  all  you  bloodthirsty 
hockey  fans  as  well.  Nor¬ 
theastern 's  Claude  Lodin  was 
taught  a  valuable  lesson  last 
Thursday  night.  After  serving  a 
ten  minute  penalty  for  grappling 
with  Chief  Conrade  Thomas,  he 
tried  taking  on  LoPilato  as  well.
